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SELECTMEN’S NOTES 


Road reconstruction was carried out on the North Wilmot Road be- 
tween Hobbs Hill Road and the Nowell residence. This road has been 
very muddy in the past and will now be better for the residents along 
the road and easier to maintain. New culverts were installed in Walker 
Brook near Atwoods and at Fraser Brook near Clayton Nowell’s. 


Reappraisal of all town properties was completed by Patten Appraisal 
Services, Portland, Maine. We know that there were some surprises 
in the new valuations but now everyone is on an equal basis. Current 
use has had an effect on many parcels of taxable property and we ex- 
pect more use of this form of tax relief in this next year.

ARTICLE 1: 217 Ballots cast out of 454 registered voters. 


ARTICLE 2: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $160,521.42 to defray town charges for the 
ensuing year, this sum to be reduced by anticipated revenue of 
$83,390.65. 

The motion was made by John Morse to reduce the town officers’ 
salaries by $900. The motion was seconded and carried after discussion. 

The motion was made by Gerald Rayno to include in the town 
report a statement of each individual Selectman’s expenses. The 
motion was seconded and carried. 

The motion made by Henry Stevens to reduce the amount budgeted 
for street lighting to $1,250.97, was defeated after discussion. 

The motion was made by Tomie DePaola to increase the amount 
budgeted for the Library to $3,000. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 

The motion was made by Judy Rayno to increase the amount 
budgeted for the cemeteries to $1,500.00, and to continue the program 
of improving the town cemeteries. The motion was carried after dis- 
cussion. 


ARTICLE 3: The motion was made by Ernest Patten to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in antici- 
pation of taxes and to negotiate the extension or renewal of the notes 
securing such loans when it is necessary. The motion was seconded 
and carried after discussion. 


ARTICLE 4: The motion was made by Alice Chandler to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,214.00, for the 
Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association. The motion was seconded and 
carried without dissent. 


ARTICLE 5: The motion was made by Tom Voss to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,500.00, for the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. The motion was seconded and carried 
without dissent. 

ARTICLE 6: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200.00, for the 
New London Hospital. The motion was seconded and carried without 
dissent. 

ARTICLE 7: The motion was made by Ernest Patten to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or 
equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs, the sale of high- 
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way material or equipment to be made with the approval of the Road 
Agent. The motion was carried after discussion. 


ARTICLE 8: The motion was made by Tom Voss to see if the Town 
will vote to be a member of the regional planning commission, organ- 
ized and named the Upper Valley - Lake Sunapee Council, and to appro- 
priate the sum of $423.00, as the Town’s share of the annual operating 
expenses of the regional planning commission to be used in conjunction 
with other state and federal funds available for planning purposes. 
The motion was seconded and carried without dissent after discussion. 


ARTICLE 9: The motion was made by Phyllis Lee to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropiate the sum of $680.00, for the continu- 
ation of services to the low income residents of Wilmot through the 
Kearsarge Valley Area center of the Community Action Program, 
Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. The motion was seconded and 
carried without dissent after discussion. 


ARTICLE 10: The motion was made by Frances Wilcox to see if the 
Town will vote to adopt provisions of RSA 654:34-A, permitting 
applications for changes in party affiliations to be made with the 
Town Clerk in accordance with a petition signed by Frances B. Wilcox 
and others. The matter was tabled for the time being and will appear 
on the March 1981 ballot. 


ARTICLE 11: The motion was made by John Fallon to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $20,000.00 for the 
reappraisal of all property in the Town. This appraisal to be conducted 
by an outside appraisal firm in 1980. The motion was seconded. After 
considerable discussion, it was carried. 


ARTICLE 12: The motion was made by Ernest Patten to see if the 
Town would vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $32,000.00, to 
purchase a loader and backhoe, and to authorize the withdrawal of 
$8,000.00 from the Capital Reserve Equipment Fund to apply against 
the purchase and to authorize the withdrawal of the sum of $7,050.00, 
from the Special Revenue Sharing Account to apply against the pur- 
chase, and apply the $12,000.00, trade-in allowance of the present 
loader toward the purchase and use the rental paid in the amount of 
$4,950.00, against the purchase price. The motion was seconded. 
There was much discussion, and the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 13: The motion was made by Ernest Patten to see if the 
Town will vote to withraw $8,000.00, from the Capital Reserve Bridge 
Fund for the purchase of a culvert on Atwood Road.

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REPORT OF WILMOT CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


During the past year, work was begun by Perry’s Granite Monu- 
ments of Tilton, N. H., on the restoration of the North Road Cemetery. 
Due to accelerated costs, it was decided to repair only the upper half, 
which was in the roughest condition. Stones were reset, straightened 
and cleaned. 

We wish to thank Clayton Nowell who donated his services in 
cutting grass and brush, greatly enhancing the beauty of this quaint 
old cemetery. One sad note, however: it was reported to us by Mr. 
Nowell that the beautiful wrought iron gate had been stolen. No plans 
for replacement have been formulated as yet. Mr. Nowell’s generosity 
extended to caring for the Tewksbury Cemetery, also. 

Thanks are due, in addition, to Clarence Gove, Jr. who donated 
his time and machine in mowing Bunker Hill Cemetery on one occasion. 

It has become increasingly difficult to find willing and able per- 
sons to maintain our town cemeteries. This year we were able to hire 
Mr. John Rayno to care for the Carr Hill Cemetery and Mr. Willis 
Prescott of Elkins, assisted by Mr. Lawrence Rowe to care for the 
Bunker Hill and Eagle Pond Cemeteries. We are always in need of 
additional people to work on cemetery care. Hours are flexible, and 
we would appreciate hearing from interested persons. 

This past Memorial Day 131 flags were placed on veterans’ graves 
in all town owned cemeteries and in those under the care of the Pine 
Hill Cemetery Assoc. Every year a flag is also placed on the grave of 
Billy Buskin. Billy was the horse of Captain Chase whose home is now 
owned and occupied by Mrs. Myrtle Newcomb on Chase Pond in 
Wilmot Flat. Billy and his owner saw action during the Civil War 
and at its termination retired to their Wilmot home. 

A new policy has been initiated by the trustees in an effort to 
preserve the limited grave space in our cemeteries for residents. In 
order to be eligible to purchase a lot you must either be a present 
resident of Wilmot, have lived here for at least five years at some 
point in your life or have relatives buried in the same cemetery. 


The cost of graves has been changed also, to a figure more in 
keeping with that of surrounding towns. Graves will be sold in two- 
and four-grave lots at a cost of $100.00 and $200.00 respectively. 
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Next summer we plan to continue our plan of restoration of town 
cemeteries by finishing work on the North Road Cemetery. Carr Hill 
Cemetery was restored in 1979 and is in excellent condition. This 
small graveyard is located on the right side of the road leading to, 
and just before, you get to Winslow State Park on Mr. Kearsarge. It 
would be worth your time this spring to visit this picturesque spot as 
well as enjoy the view from Morgan Lane.

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REPORT OF THE COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAM 
Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. 


The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program located in the 
Old Graded School, Main Street, Warner, serves eight towns in 
Merrimack County: Bradford, Henniker, New London, Newbury, 
Sutton, Warner, Webster, and Wilmot. This year we were able to 
double the dollar amount of services to the Elderly and low-income 
families of this area. That translates to $354,463.63 in services. 


Services to the Elderly include Meals-on-Wheels and the Senior 
Companion Program for shut-ins; Congregate Meal Sites in Henniker, 
New London-Wilmot, and Warner; and a Rural Transportation Bus 
that gets Senior Citizens into Concord. Our fuel assistance program 
last year reached 220 families in the eight towns. We expect that this 
year even more people can be helped. We are again offering an Adult 
Basic Education Course teaching basic skills in the areas of parenting, 
family health, money management and nutrition. In addition, this 
year we are going on 24-hour call for emergency situations. There will 
be a phone number published when the program gets into full operation. 


The money your town appropriates for the Community Action 
goes to run the Area Center in Warner. The Center's budget goes for 
salaries, travel expenses, office supplies, and the cost of heat and 
maintenance for the Community Action Neighborhood Center. The 
federal government provides the bulk of monies for the 1981 budget. 
What we ask from each town is a percentage of program participants 
from each town.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


A total of 2,640 books were circulated during the year through the 
Wilmot Public Library. Of those, 245 were taken out by youngsters 
at the Summer Beach Program. We feel the Library’s participation in 
that program was very successful and should be continued each year. 
Additionally, 143 magazines, 8 records and 11 puzzles were circulated. 
266 adult books and 115 juveniles were acquired during the year by 
direct purchase or gift. 

Programs in 1980 included a talk by Richard Bacon of Henniker. 
This was held in the Town Hall with a reception following in the library. 
About 50 people attended. A film on the history of the Amoskeag 
Mills was shown in August, cosponsored by the Wilmot Historical 
Society. The popular Spooky Story Hour was again presented in late 
October by Al Schoeler to 14 children and 5 adults. In recognition of 
Childrens’ Book Week, John Cunningham of New London gave a cap- 
tivating program on puppets and puppetry. The 18 younsters and 5 
adults who attended were completely enthralled. 


The annual Book and Food Sale in late July was held for two days 
this year and was highly successful. We appreciate the use of the 
Community Center and herewith proffer our thanks. 


Several young people in town expressed interest in helping at the 
library. They now meet the first Saturday of each month and perform 
a variety of needed work. Through their efforts (and with some new 
shelving) the front closet has been converted to a periodical and refer- 
ence room. Here magazines of particularly lasting interest are stacked 
numerically for easy access. Encyclopedias and other reference books 
are also housed there. Anyone, middle school age and above, is welcome 
to join these first Saturday of the month work sessions. 


As a public service, the trustees of the library have compiled a list 
of important phone numbers and community activities which we felt 
would be of interest and help to newcomers to our town. This list is 
being mailed out along with a copy of the town map. Also as a public 
service, we have installed a telephone. The number is 526-6804. 


One of our primary concerns this past year was to find ways to re- 
duce the fuel oil consumption. To this end, we purchased an electric 
heater for those chilly times before the heat is turned on; we had in- 
sulated shades made for the north windows; and 6’ of fiberglass 
batting installed above the ceiling where previously there was no 
insulation at all. Our thanks to Al Schoeler and his son, Earl, who 
did this work for us. We still-need to have insulation blown into the 
side walls of the building. Our project for this year will be repair and 
painting of the front hallway and we are still looking for ways and 
means to install a proper water system so that we will have the use 
of the bathroom year round. 
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As always, the trustees are grateful for the help of the many volun- 
teers who devote time and energy to the work of the library; to Mary 
Jane Schoeler, librarian, who continues in her dedication; and to you 
of the town whose support and generosity are always most appreciated.
